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Guilty of 2nd degree murder 


QMI Agency - A 29 year old 
Bradford man accused of 
murdering his girlfriend, then 
setting her house on fire, 


rder, in a Barrie 
m August 23. 

Ryan Kovacs was originally 
charged with 1st Degree 
Murder and Arson, but the 
Crown permitted the 29 year 
old to plead guilty to the lesser 
charge of 2nd Degree Murder. 

The Court was told how 
the victim, Dawn Bailey, 27, 
was stabbed 8 times, in the 
face, chest, hand, neck and 
back, as she pleaded for her 
life on July 31,2011. Bailey, a 
sports enthusiast who played 
on several women’s hockey 
leagues and helped her father 


coach children’s hockey, 
had recently broken up with 
Kovacs. She was living at her 
parents’ Gilford home, in a 
basement bedroom. 

Her parents were away for the 
weekend, when Kovacs crept 
into the home, saw the young 
woman sleeping, went upstairs 
to get a kitchen knife and then 
returned to the basement. 

He stabbed and strangled the 
victim, then used gasoline to 
set the home on fire. 

Bailey’s new boyfriend, Barrie 
resident Peter Valente, entered 
the burning home in an effort 
to save the young woman - but 
found her dead. 

The family of the victim was 
present in court, and family 
members openly wept as they 


listened to the details. 

The Court also heard of 
Kovacs’ history of mental 
health problems and “bizarre" 
behaviour. Shortly before the 
murder, Bailey had called 
South Simcoe Police and said 
she was worried about Kovacs, 
who was behaving strangely 
and sending strange t 


suicidal. Police attended, but 
decided he was not suicidal. 

After the murder, Kovacs 
confessed everything to police, 
calling himself a “monster.” 
The sentencing hearing will 
take place on Aug. 30. Second 
degree murder brings a Life 
Sentence; Kovacs could be 
eligible for parole in 10 to 25

Senatorial silly season 


No, we don’t have a Museum in 
Bradford, but perhaps we should 
- especially since Senator Pamela 
Wallin billed the Senate $1828.95 
for what was described as a trip to a 
"Bradford Museum." 

The Globe & Mail of Saturday, 
August 17 listed the expense, along 
with a number of other dubious 
expenses that were among the 
$121,348 in claims that the Senator 
has been asked to repay. 

The supposed trip to the Bradford 
Museum took place in 2009 - with 
the Senator billing the public for the 
round trip from Ottawa to Toronto, 
where she has a condo. Later, Wallin 
reportedly told the auditors that 
she actually met with the President 
and CEO of a Fund Management 
Company, to discuss Senate reform - 


with no mention of the Museum visit. 

Outside of the appropriateness 
of discussing Senate reform with 
the CEO of a Fund Management 
company, and billing that to the 
taxpayer, we’d like to point out that 
it shouldn't cost $1828.95 to visit a 
Bradford museum. There are plenty 
of travel options - GO Train, for 
example - that would be much more 
economical. And we’re sure that if 
Bradford did have a Museum, Wallin 
would be invited to visit for free. 

The article goes on to note that the 
Auditor had “no issue” with 73% of 
Wallin’s claims - which means that 
fully 27% were questionable. 

In statistics, a deviation from 
the norm by 4 to 5% is considered 
"significant.” We think a deviation of 
27% is outrageous.

Safe Student Accommodation 101: 
10 Tips For A Safe Place To Live 


to school or leaving home for the first time, a discussion about good fire 
safety practices can help to ensure this exciting time in a student’s life is 
not marred by a fire tragedy. 


1. Look While You Cook: Stay in the kitchen when cooking - especially 
if using oil or high temperatures. If a pot catches fire, have a proper¬ 
fitting pot lid handy to slide over the pot and turn off the stove. Cooking 
requires constant attention. Distractions like televisions, cell phones, 
or computers can lead to a tragic cooking fire. 

2. Candle with Care: If you use candles in your room or apartment, keep 
them away from anything that can bum and place them in a safe, 
sturdy holder with a glass shade or hurricane chimney. Place them 
where they cannot be knocked over and blow them out when leaving 
the room. 

3. Keep An Eye On Excessive Drinkers: Alcohol is a common factor 
in many fire fatalities involving cooking and smoking. Be aware 
of roommates and friends who have been drinking excessively, 
especially if they are cooking or smoking. 

4. Smoke Outside: Establish roles tor smokers. If you permit smoking 
inside, use large, sturdy ashtrays that can’t be easily tipped over. 
Ashtrays should be emptied into a metal container not the garbage 
can. Check around furniture cushions alter people have been smoking, 
especially if they have been drinking. 

5. Use Electricity Wisely: Toasters, coffeemakers and microwaves should 
be plugged directly into an outlet. If you must use an extension cord, 
buy one that is the correct gauge for the appliance and has a CSA or 
ULC approval mark on the label. CSA or ULC approved power bars 
may be used for stereo equipment, computers and lights. 

6. Clear the Clutter: Keep things that bum away from heat sources like

BAC Talk coming to Bradford 


Bradford Alliance Church may be a 
litde far from the centre of town - the 
church is located on Simcoe Rd., at the 
edge of the Holland Marsh - but it is 
part of the heart of the community. 

Now, Bradford Alliance Church 
is hoping to become an even more 
important building block, through 
a series of Community Information 
sessions, says Senior Pastor Kent 
Nielsen. 

Inspired by the popular TED Talks 
online - free riveting talks on “ideas 
worth spreading" by exceptional 
leaders and thinkers - the BAC 
(Bradford Alliance Church) Talks will 
invite experts to share their ideas with 
the community. 

“We're trying to identify needs in the 
community," Pastor Nielsen says, and 
line up the experts willing to talk on 
topics that will include health-related 
issues, technology and computer 
concerns, dealing with life changes, 
financial education, and more.

“Basically, giving them a forum to 
come and address the community. 

It’s kind of like a speaker’s comer,” he 
says - but one where the speaker is 
knowledgeable about the "nuts and 
bolts” of an issue, and able to answer 
the questions that might arise. 


The church has already held two free 
presentations, on Internet Security 
and on CPR, as a kind of pilot project 
for the BAC Talks. 

They were well-received, and 
Paster Nielsen is ready to start up 
the monthly presentations this fall, 
with sessions planned for Thursday 
evenings, 7 to 9 p.m. Among the timely 
topics on the list - Internet safety, and 
Emergency preparedness.

“Certainly in the church we have a

Community comes together for Madi 


Madison Vanstone has started 
taking Kalydeco, a radical new drug 
developed by Vertex that can "correct” 
the gene mutation in 3 to 4% of 
patients with Cystic fibrosis. 

It’s not that she and her family have 
raised the full $60,000 needed to 
pay for the drug - the actual cost is 
$300,000, but the family’s insurer has 
agreed to pay 50%, and Vertex will co¬ 
pay 30%. 

It was that Madi’s lung function 
was deteriorating so rapidly, that her 
physician decided to start her on the 
drug, with the understanding that the 


family will continue to fundraise, to 

The elementary school student 
started taking Kalydeco about a 
month ago and, says mom Beth, “It’s 
like a different kid.” The devastating 
headaches are gone, and Madi's 
breathing has eased so much that, 
even before testing, Beth says, the 
improvement is “100%." 

So far the family has raised about 
one-third of the cost - but they 
received another boost from die 
community at CarrotFest. 

The Carrot Cake Contest and Cake 


Auction at Nancy’s Nifty Nook raised 
$765, to be divided between Madi 
Vanstone, and Tayah Fairbrother - a 
litde girl battling cancer. 

And over at Cavros Hair Studio, a 
Cut-athon offered haircuts for $20, 
and raised a whopping $1,050. 

The fundraising will continue - but 
so will the pressure on the Provincial 
government, to fund the life-saving 
treatment. 

Cystic Fibrosis Canada has called on 
Canada's Premiers, at their Council 
of the Federation meeting in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake this July, to approve and 
fund the drug Kalydeco (TM). CFC 
noted that the gene therapy is effective 
in about 4% of CF patients - which 
translates into 100 patients in Canada 
- and has been approved by Health 
Canada. 

Kalydeco is available in the US, 
through private insurance or 
Medicaid, and in England, Scotland, 
Wales and Northern Ireland - but is 
currently not on the approved drug 
list in Ontario. The cost is seen as 
prohibitive, although the provinces, 
led by Alberta Health, are negotiating 
with Vertex, as part of the pan- 
Canadian Pricing Alliance process. 

Beth Vanstone is promising to 
continue to fundraise, and to keep 
up the pressure on Madison's behalf. 
"We’ve been fighting since she was 8 
months old. We’re not giving up now."

Always wear a helmet. Bike helmets 
reduce serious head injury by 85%. A 
properly-fitted and approved helmet 
is mandatory for all cyclists under the 
age of 18 - but adults should wear a 
helmet as well, to prevent brain injury 
and set a good example for kids! 

Always signal your intention. 
Cyclists should learn hand signals: 
other users of the road need to know if 
you are stopping or turning. 

Walk your bike across the road. 
Walk the bicycle across the street at 
crosswalks - and unless you are on 
a tot-sized bike, do not ride on the 
sidewalk. 

All bicycles are required to have a 
bell or horn. Some cyclists even use a 
whistle to be noticed! 

Ride with traffic. Ride single file in 
the same direction as traffic, as far to 
the right as is safely possible. 

Lights are required at night. Every 


bicycle ridden at night must have a 
light and reflectors. Light-coloured or 
reflective clothing is also a good idea.
